" Some time in the year 1841, a bed of 


young, or seedling oysters -was found near 
the east beach, nt the mouth of Northport 
harbor, and there was a lively time among 
the oystermen while the deposit lasted, in se- 
curing them for the purpose of transplant- 
ing.
